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Not So Far Away Nor Long Ago 


Death of an Old Friend 
Walter Hyde 


(The article which appears below was originally published in the July, 1960 issue of 
Northwest Dentistry and was written by its venerable Editor, Dr. Walter Hyde. We 
are sure you will find this very thought-provoking writing. We are grateful to Dr. 
Hyde for expressing thoughts which many of us have had under similar circum- 


stances.—E. Ebert.) 


he recent death of an old friend dis- 

tressed me deeply. I had known him 
for many years. It was not his death that 
disturbed me so much; it was something 
else. He was eighty-six years old. He had 
lived a full and useful life but had been 
an invalid for a number of years. He 
suffered from a general debility that pre- 
vented him from engaging in any par- 
ticularly satisfactory activities and, in 
addition, he had a severe palsy that made 
it exceedingly difficult for him to eat or 
drink. He could scarcely hold a cup. My 
distress came from the way in which his 
death was prolonged for more than a 
week. 

Every man has a right to live. The laws 
are very strict in preserving this right 
which seems to be inherent in all living 
things. It is the unquestioned duty of the 
physician to give every consideration to 
this right, especially with the young, but 
does not a man have also a right to die? 
Is it not presumptuous for a physician 
to use his skill to prolong death? Is that 
not more definitely so when the most that 


can be hoped for is but a few days? “Dis- 
turb him not, let him pass peacefully.” 
(Salisbury, at the death-bed of Cardinal 
Beaufort, King Henry VI, Shakespeare.) 

The picture of my old friend on the 
wires of a heating pad, with punctured 
veins for artificial feeding, an oxygen 
mask over his face, plus a heart stimulant 
at intervals, will haunt me for a long 
time. Nor is this an isolated instance as 
can be determined readily by query 
among one’s friends. 

Ferrier (Medical Histories and Reflec- 
tions, page 193) says: 

“The physician will not torment his patient 
with unavailing attempts to stimulate the dis- 
solving system, from idle vanity of prolonging 
the flutter of the pulse for a few more vibra- 
tions. If he cannot alleviate the situation, he 
will protect his patient against every suffering. 
When things come to the last, he should be 
left undisturbed.” 

The word euthanasia is derived from 
two words: “EU” meaning happy, pleas- 
ant, and “THANTOS” meaning death. 
Originally, it meant just that, a quiet, 
easy death. To relieve pain preceding 
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death is the unquestioned duty of the 
physician. It is one of the outstanding 
missions of the medical profession. In no 
way can this be interpreted to justify pro- 
longing death with all the discomfort and 
anguish to both the patient and the fam- 
ily that ensues. 

Lately, the word euthanasia has ac- 
quired a new meaning. It now suggests 
the so-called “mercy killing” or “liber- 
ating death.” This is entirely illegal and 
in conflict with all social standards. It 
should never be asked of a physician be- 
cause it would put him in the place of 
judge, jury, and executioner—too much 
for any man! If a member of the family 
contributed to this, it would be murder. 

All of this, however, is entirely different 
from doing the many technically skillful 
things that can prolong death. 

I have no wish to minimize the diffi- 
culties of reaching a decision as to when 
treatment is hopeless. A patient should 
be given every opportunity as long as a 
reasonable hope of recovery exists. This 
is particularly so for the young because 
of the great tenacity of life and the won- 
derful recuperative powers of many indi- 
viduals. When, however, the patient is 
old and the usual remedies no longer have 
their effect; when the heart is not regular 
even with digitalis; when morphine loses 
its magic; attention should be turned en- 
tirely to the comfort of the patient, not 
to prolonging his difficulties. 

To prolong his distress in the vain hope 
that “some new treatment may be dis- 
covered,” is a sad commentary on the 
capacity of the physician for genuine 
human feeling. He should be prepared 
to make his decision by having a full 
education. This means a knowledge of 
customs and traditions, poetry and litera- 
ture, philosophy and religion, and even 


better still a professional family back- 
ground. 

It is not necessary for the physician to 
bear the entire burden of caring for and 
comforting a patient as he nears the end. 
There are, these days, many clergymen 
who are just as skillful (and possibly 
more dedicated) in their field, as the 
physician is in his. The value of the sym- 
pathy and understanding by the minister 
cannot be overestimated. There should 
be no “waiting until the last minute” to 
call him. As soon as the physician thinks 
the end is approaching—or even before 
—the clergyman should be called to take 
his proper place (except in those rare 
cases when the patient does not desire 
it). The entrance of the clergyman should 
not be something to cause alarm. 

Often in the days gone by, the old and 
sick were cared for in their own homes 
and could die quietly and peacefully in 
familiar surroundings. Now their fate 
usually means a hospital “with the family 
shoved into the corridor by the presence 
of intravenous stands, suction machines, 
oxygen tanks, tubes emanating from 
natural or surgically induced orifices, 
and, if a patient is not comatose, his last 
words or wishes lost behind an oxygen 
mask.” (Farrell, Journal, South Carolina 
Medical Association, page 231, July, 
1958). 

I shall not soon forget my friend and 
can only hope, with one of the popular 
and well-known medical writers: 


‘Some day when I lie dying, I may have by 
me some wise and kindly physician who will 
keep interns from pulling me up to examine 
my chest, or puncturing my veins, or putting 
a tube down my nose, or giving me enemas or 
drastic medicine. I am sure that at the end 
I will very much want to be left alone.” (Alva- 
rez, Journal of the American Medical Associa- 
tion, page 86, September, 1952.)

“ATTRIBUTED TO CONFUSIUS 
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Physicians Organize for Political Action 


n August 20th and 21st a group of 
physicians of Illinois met in Chi- 
cago and constituted themselves an or- 
ganizing committee to form an organiza- 
tion for political action, to be called the 
Illinois Medical Political Action Commit- 
tee. It is a voluntary, non-partisan, un- 
incorporated association of physicians 
banded together for purposes of political 
action and it will depend entirely upon 
dues and voluntary contributions. As 
initially set up it will operate state-wide 
and it is expected that component com- 
mittees will be formed in each county and 
on a branch level in Cook County. 
IMPAC is being formed to support 
candidates for public office who believe 
in the free enterprise system regardless of 
party affiliation. IMPAC expects to par- 
ticipate in the November election on a 
limited scale. It will be a permanent 
organization and will build for the future.

OCTOBER 10 is Your Last Day to 
Register to Vote on November 8. 

You cannot vote on November 8 un- 
less you are registered. Anyone is eligible 
to register who (1) is a citizen, (2) is or 
will be 21 on or before November 8, and 
(3) by November 8 will have lived in 
Illinois one year, in the county go days, 
and in the precinct 30 days. 

If you have moved on or before Oc- 
tober g (1) from one precinct to another 
in the county you must file a change of 
address form, (2) from one county to an- 
other in the state you must reregister in 
person on or before October 10. (Persons 
moving from Chicago, Berwyn, Chicago 
Heights, Cicero, Harvey, Lyons or Stick- 
ney to any other place in Cook County 
must also reregister. ) 


If you move after October g (1) out 
of the precinct in which you were regis- 
tered into any other precinct, you will 
not be able to vote, (2) from one address 
to another within the same precinct you 
will be able to vote on November 8. __.. 

If your name has been changed by 
marriage or otherwise, you must reregister 
by October 10. If the change of name oc- 
curs after October 11 and you still reside 
in the same precinct in which you were 
registered under your former name you 
will be able to vote November 8 by sign- 
ing an affidavit at your polling place. 

If you expect to be away from the 
county on November 8 (1) you may ap- 
ply by letter (letter or postal card) for an 
absentee ballot. Such request must be re- 
ceived not earlier than October 10 and 
not later than November 3. Give your 
name and residence address and the ad- 
dress to which your ballot is to be sent. 
(2) You may apply in person not earlier 
than October 10 and not later than No- 
vember 5. Apply to your county clerk, or 
to your local board of election commis- 
sioners. 

If you are physically disabled (1) you 
may apply by mail for an absentee ballot 
(same procedure as above). However, 
you must also submit with your request 
an affidavit from a licensed physician (or 
Christian Science practitioner), stating 
you are incapacitated and why. (2) To 
register you must appear in person at a 
registration office. 

Members of the armed forces on active 
duty, of the merchant marine, of religious 
groups and welfare agencies officially at- 
tached to and assisting members of the 
armed forces, their spouses and depend- 
ents and civilian employees of the United 
States serving outside the country, their 
spouses and dependents may vote Novem- 
ber 8 whether registered or not if other- 
wise qualified. They must apply for a 
ballot on the proper form not later than 
November 3.

The re-registration card you received in March as a renewal of your license for the 
next two years should be guarded as one of your most precious possessions, which it 
truly is. The reason for this warning is that should you lose or misplace the renewal 
certificate or should it be stolen, it may mean considerable trouble to have it replaced. 
The purpose of re-registration is to give protection to the licensee and to the public 
against illegal use of a license and to prevent illegal practice. Below is a copy of a letter 
sent to a dentist who was unfortunate enough to have his license disappear. It is 
published to advise you as to what is entailed in obtaining a duplicate renewal 
certificate. So, be very, very careful and guard it.—E. Ebert.

This will acknowledge receipt of your letter of 
recent date in which you state your renewal cer- 
tificate as an Illinois licensed dentist had 
disappeared.

you must appear for oral interview as directed by 
this office. As you can readily see, this Depart- 
ment is hesitant to issue a duplicate authority to 
practice. The protection which we seek to give the 
licensee and the public is jeopardized when a license 
is misplaced, lost, or stolen. 


You may complete the enclosed affidavit and return 
it to this office with a recent personal photograph, 
three letters of recommendation from Illinois licensed 
dentists, and a certified copy of the record of re- 
cording your original certificate with the county 
clerk of a county in this State, in the event it was 
so recorded.

DENTAL EDUCATION FUND 
RELEASES ANNUAL REPORT 


The Annual Report of the Fund for 
Dental Education which has just been 
published shows that in the first full year 
of operation of the Fund $136,509.95 has 
been contributed by 50 individuals, corpo- 
rations and foundations, Maynard K. 
Hine, D.D.S., president of the Fund, has 
announced. 

Contributions to the Fund are increas- 
ing at a most encouraging manner and 
are enabling the Fund to become a factor 
in supporting programs designed to aid 
dental education, he said. Contributions 
in 1958, the first year the Fund was in 
full-time operation, amounted to only 
$47,000. 

During 1959, the Fund made alloca- 
tions and grants as follows: Three teach- 
ing fellowships in Anesthesiology, Perio- 
dontology and Pediodontics to future den- 
tal teachers studying at Pittsburgh, Ala- 
bama, and Indiana; a grant to the Amer- 


ican Society of Oral Surgeons to hold a 
Planning Conference on Graduate Train- 
ing in Oral Surgery; a grant to the Uni- 
versity of Oregon to sponsor the first 
Conference and Seminar on the Teaching 
of Dental Economics and Practice Man- 
agement held on the West Coast; special 
restricted grants to five dental schools; a 
grant to the American Association of 
Dental Schools which enabled that 
organization to hold the first conference 
of dental deans on the subject of dental 
school administration; a grant for a two- 
day conference on the Teaching of Dental 
Materials held at Northwestern Univer- 
sity; and a grant toward the production 
of the ADA Centennial motion picture 
“Pattern of a Profession” which has been 
shown all over the country at radio, tele- 
vision, and group audiences. This picture, 
which is proving to be useful as a tool in 
dental student recruitment, has received a 
number of national awards including the 
Chris Award for excellence. 

Although the Fund has not gone di- 
rectly to the members of the dental pro- 
fession for contributions, since many of 
them are now making annual gifts to 
their dental schools, an encouraging num- 
ber of dentists are making contributions 
to the Fund in support of its program. 
These contributions may be restricted by 
the dentist for the use of certain schools 
or can be made for overall programs of 
the Fund, Dr. Hine pointed out. A num- 
ber of dentists have begun sending 
memorial contributions to the Fund in 
lieu of sending flowers on the occasion of
